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PERU'S PLIQHT. 

Tho Sack.of ,Lbaa— A Seono of Do- 
. struotion' at Callao. 

• ISpeoiiU Corrciipondenco ol the S. F. Chroiiiolo.] 

CALtAO, Jan. 24, 1881. 

I.inm is in jiosseasion of tho Chilean 
forces, iiiul C'uUao i.s coninmntled by tho 

• ('hileaii sfjuailrou. So suddon and iin- 
('xpuuced did tliis all coiiu; to pass that 

^ even the Chilean ollicors luivo not vet 

recovered from their surprise. On 
Tliursday last, tlie 20th insl., the'force.s 

• of General Villigrau advanced upon tho 
Peruvian jwsition at and around Clior- 
illo.s, or the oxtrenie right Hank of tho 
army. Tlicy wore met by a solid body 
of Peruvian infantry and artillery, ant) 
tor four hours were held in check with 
!i heavy loss on both sides, wlien for 
some then unaccountable reason the 
Peruvian forces suddenly withdrew 
from around Cliorillos and V^illa Flores, 
leaving their entire riglit flank unpro- 
tected and tlioir position in a very in- 
KBonri' state. This method of fighting 
being unexpected by 13aquedano, he 
waited for morning to renew his attack. 
.-Vs a preliminary measure he dispntch- 
lul a note of demand for surrender, 

• whieli demand, he stated, "if at once 
eom))licd with, would insure the safety 
of tlie city and its inhabitants," other- 
wiue he would not stop ut any mensures 
necessary to reduce the Peruvians to 
submission. 

A KEVOLT A(!AIN'ST I'llCIlOLA. 

When the wounded from tlio en- 
gagement at Oborillos began to arrivo 
ill the streets of Lima the conspii-ators 
. bi'gan the work of proclaiming for 
Prado with cries of "Death to Pierola, j 
the Usurper!" The Peruvians with a 
brutal army at their doors and from the 
effects of long suffering became domona- 
ical in their anger and a revolt was tho 
consequence, which imuiediutely spread 
at the front, where many of Prado's 
agents bad done good work in sowing 
the seeds of discortl — anything for a 
change was welcome and thus Pierola 
found himself without ten minutes' 
notice bereft of power and at the mercy 
of the iiiob within an hour from the 
time he sent his defiant answer to Ba- 
quedano' "I have not yet began fight- 
ing. I will fight while a cartridge is 
left." He was forced to act at once. 
Sending orders to Callao for tho dos 
truction of everything possible he 
gathered about him some eight thous- 
and adherents and made for the moun- 
tain passes to the eastward and south- 
ward of Lima, with tho intent of join- 
ing the Peruvian forces now in and 
about Arequipa, with th<3 puri)03e of | 
prosecuting a guerilla warfare to tho 
bitter end. The larger portion of the 
Peruvian forces being now free 
from control at once turned their 
■ backs to the enemy and began a dis- 
graceful onslaught upon everybody and 
everything ofl'ering a hope of jjlunder. 
When the Chilean forces marched in 
nc.Kt day without opposition they found 
' the city in a state of anarchy, untlor 

the power of the cowardly mob. Drunk- 
en and crazy men rushed through the 

• atreets, shooting everywhere and rob- 

bing indiscriminatiely, bursting open 
premises and piling goods of all kinds 
in the streets. Kspccially was tliis tho 
case where "Gringocs" lived. Tli(> 

^ Chinamen were slaughtered almoat to 

extinction, so bitter was tho hatred of 
them by tho Peruvians owing to their 
refusal to sell goods during the "np- 
proar.h" for "Pierola's" money. The 
Chinamen here are not numerous, and 
many are wealthy, hence they otlored 
a tempting bait to these cowardly rene- 
gades. No pen picture can toll the 
horrors of this disgraceful business. 

ORDER RESTORED, 

The foreign ministers, feeling in- 
secure, held a conference, and dispatch- 
ed a note to Baqucdano, apprising him 
of the state of atl'air, and soliciting his 
aid to save tho Peruvians from them- 
selves. A strong force was sent in, 

^ who at once restored order by copying 

the Peruvians, and shooting at every- 
thing they encountered, until tho 
streets were cleared, and hold only by 
cavalry, w ho rode about with cocked 
carbines, on tho alert for a shot at any- 
body whom they might fail to recog- 
nize. It was a desperate remedy, and 
was successful. In many instances in- 

• cipient incendiarism was stopped, and 

its perpetrators shot, while all places 
wliero "pisco" or rum could be had 
were closed, the kee[)ers being informed 
of the intention of the Chilian com- 
mander to slioot any person golUna or 

" givinf It lo olthtij' party,' •■ 

On the close approach of the Chileans 
thousands of Peruvians sought protec- 
tion and safety in many places, some 
hundreds of women and childrau .t^'iing 
to A neon, which liad recently bimn 
laid in ruins by the Chilean licet. Tho 
real distress and .sulfering was among 
V these. True, some who hod tho benefit 



of wealthy connection found no difTi- 
culty in obtaining an a.sylum on tho 
various vessels or hulks in port, but tho 
mass of the poor were huddled in all 
stages of cold and hunger, without 
cover or the prospect of relief, in any 
corner or sidohill ofTering shelter from 
tho sickly and very chilling Peruvian 
dew. Add to their (roubles tho fear 
of tho marauding, drunken beasts, their 
countrymen, who stopped not at robbery 
and outrage, and who were infesting 
all contiguous country, and you can 
form a poor idea of their wretched 
state. A consultation of commanding 
officers of all Hags here resulted in their 
sending on shore an armed party from 
eaoh^var ship, who formed reliefs to 
each other, and captured and disarmed 
every vagabond who came near tho 
town. 

The novolist here coulJ find abund- 
ant material for sensation. Tho heir- 
ess and the Cholo Indian cheek by 
jowl over a remnant of food and gen- 
erously sharing any covering of mu- 
tual ownership, frequently gunny 
bugs or old tarpaulins covering those 
j who were tho j)o.sse.Hsors of large w(nilth 
within ton miles, and who could not 
command tho wherewith to appease 
hunger. That the Peruvian women arc 
beautiful no man will doubt, but that 
they are of the. Spanish mold their warm- 
est admirers cannot claim. The utter 
helplessness of the women was a touch- 
ing spectacle, and to the everlasting 
shame bu it said of tho men of Peru, they 
abandoned their families, disregarding 
all endearing tics, for the purpose of 
robbery and debauchery, to drown tho 
specter of fear in their ])uny souls', 
created there by tho sight of the 
v.-ouiulcd \\\ tho fight of the provioua 
day. The fighting was done by that 
portion of tho army under Pierola's 
command, and they killed two-thirds of 
tho revolting troops by direct attack 
upon them. 

While these scones wore eimcting at 
Lima a grand panorama of destruction 
and devastation was in progress ai Cal- 
lao. The beautiful corvette Union, so 
much coveted by the Chileans, was fill- 
ed with loaded shell, dynamite and gun 
cotton and fired in twenty^ places at once 
when she blazed out into a mass of fire 
and bursting shell. The detonations 
were heard at a distance of twenty 
miles. .Just hero tho llimac sprang 
from obscurity intojan immense pillar 
of fire at her position inside the mole, 
the flames from her burning decks mak- 
ing it ca.sy to read a newspaper at a very 
great distance. Then came the Chalaca 
all ablaze, then the school ship and the 
hulks and all and everything afloat in- 
side the mole, e.\coj)ting the iron moni- 
tor Atahualpa, which was towed out 
into the bay and literally blown to 
pieces by dynan)ito. Then forts and 
batteries ware attacked, the thous;uid- 
pounders being loaded to the niuxzle 
with powder and burst in pieces ; others 
were toppled over, undermined and then 
blown into fragments with dynamite ; 
in short the work of j'oars was destroy- 
ed in a few hours. The eflects of this 
work proves that, though slow and in 
cH'cctual as creators or builders, the 
Peruvians are capital hands at destruc- 
tion. Callao is at present as complete- 
ly dismantled as tho Chileans could 
wish, and its general desolation and 
misery could not bo greater, Now the 
CJliileans are in possession, the thous- 
ands who eked out a subsistence during 
the "Aposich" are in a terrible plight. 
No crops this summer, and, what is 
worse, no money to buy foreign sup 
plies. 

A formidable fleet is gathered here 
now, conqjrising vessels of all nations 
of maritime pretensions as well as tho 
whole Chilean fleet. In fact, we have 
a much better naval show than we 
had at Monroe last fall. Wo are aflbrd- 
ed a chance to inspect the crack iron- 
clad frigates of Jj'rench and English 
build, and our people think the French 
Victoreu a far abler ship thaii the 
English Triumph they both are of the 
lirst class and contain all that skill and 
science could find in tho countries in 
which they were built. 

DELAYED £SPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 

Lo.NDON, Feb. 21. — Harcoui't, Home 
Secretary, afttr remarking on tho ab- 
sence of Parnell, read extracts from 
tho report of the speech made by John 
DeVo}', in the United States. Ho ar- 
gued thot men like DcVoy had their 
friends in England and Ireland, only 
kept down by tho strong hand of the 
law. Ho also referred to the speech 
made by Davitt, in which the speaker 
warned the country against tho wolf- 
dog, ready to bound in vengeance over 
the Atlantic. «'If," concluded the 
Home Secretary, "tliore were men who 
would uso such language, it would be 
the duty of Englishmen to stamp upon 
them as if they were a nest of vipers. '

Popi.AR CnEKK AoE.vcv, MontauH, 
Feb. If). — An agent of tho Yanktonnais 
Indians is charged with neglecting to 
remove tho Indians from the river flat 
whon news was received that tho Miss- 
ouri was breaking up above, on the 
night of Feb. 10th. The water rose so 
rapidly that a panic was caused. The 
thernmmeter sank to 22" below zero. 
Tho troops tried to assist tho Indians, 
but tlio Hood canio very suddenly. 
Some 500 ponios which wore swept 
away struggled to escape for hours, but 
in the morning were found dead, some 
of thcin standing only knee deep in 
tho water. Many were frozen into tho 
ice. Tho number of Indiana who ac- 
tually ])erished cannot be statotl with 
certainty. The wholo tribo are in 
mourning. The fruit of the winter's 
hunt and buffalo robes have all been 
swept away in one night. High uj) in 
trees, whore evidently they had fled to 
escape tho pursuing flood, were to be 
seen tho bodies of eight Indian men 
frozen stifl" and stark. 

Washinoton, Feb. 15. — The sub 
committee of the House on Foreign 
Affairs will report to tho full com 
mittoe a resolution relating to tho 
alleged falsification of the fishery 
statistics, which tho House will be re- 
quested to pass. Tho resolution invites 
Prof. Hind to come before tho Com 
mittoe and state the facts in his possess- 
ion regarding tho Canadian fishery sta- 
tistics. It is intended to cortify tho 
tho Professor's statements to tho Exe- 
cutive of the ne.xt Administration for 
such action as he may see fit to take in 
tho jjremises. 

Tucson, Mar. 1. — Private advices 
from Hardshell say that there is groat 
excitement caused by -striking a chim- 
ney of ore in tho Hardshell mines. 
Croppings aro 15 feet high aiul 19 feet 
wide, solid ore with horn silver nii.xed 
through it. The property was lately 
purchased by Dan. Gillette of San I''ran- 
cisco. 

Some time ago Kelly, a Galveston 
man, gave himself up for killing in self- 
defence, tho Rev. J. A. J. Smith, 
whoso shcc-p had been stolon, as he 
thought, by tisc former. A.s Kelly 
was driving his own flock, he was foi 
lowed by Smith in a buggy for two 
hours. Kelly turned aside to his own 
fields to see after some cattle, and then 
ill about half an hour wont back to see 
if his sheep were making for home. 
As he was walking round tho animals 
Smith called to him to "hold on." They 
were then about 100 yards apart. 
Kelly then sat down by a small pecan 
tree and waited for Smith, who drove 
u[) ojiposite within about ten feet of 
Kelly, .sto])pcd his horses, ])laced tho 
reins over the dasliboaril, saying, 
"Good evening, Jlr. Kelly," and [lick- 
ing up his Winchester, which was at 
his side on the buggy seat, at the same 
time. Kelly arose and re])liod, "Good 
morning. Parson Smith," raising his 
Winchester which hail been lying across 
his lap. Smith then fired and Kelly 
answered the fire, there being a very 
brief interval between the shots of both 
parties. Smith fired one shot from his 
Winchester, and jumped out of the 
buggy, on the opposite side from Kelly 
and hred another shot across the buggv, 
which Kelly dodged by tlro[)i)ing on liis 
knees. Kelly tired two shots from his 
Winchester, which got out of order at 
the second shot, s.nd he drcv/ his six 
shooter. Smith then fired betwean 
the spokes of the hind wheels of the 
buggy at Kelly, who tired twice 
through the spokes of the same wheels 
at Smith. 13oth then stepped back to 
the rear of the buggy, and met at point- 
blank range, when Kelly fired a shot 
which took effect in Smith's breast or 
stomach, and, as Smith stepped back 
several paces, Kelly fired his last shot 
as Smith fell, the ball taking oflbct in 
Smith's head. Both parties to the un- 
toward afl'air enjoyed tho respect and 
esteem of the community, and have 
means. Had not the Texan practice of 
carrying weapons been in vogue in this 
section this difliculty would have been 
averted.

TliG .spirited account of t|jo piocefid- 
iiigs at tlie public iiM^etiiig lioUl at N'ow 
Westminster on Wednesday last is 
compiled from the reports in the lleruUl 
asi'di^Guardian. Some of the remarks 
are very pointod and personal; but they 
ai e excusable becauic tlioso who made 
them were smarting under a sense of 
wrong and injustice. When a body of 
men like the New Westminster Hospi- 
tal Board devote time, service and 
money in the cause of charity, they are 
at least entitled to be lieard in their 
own defence before they are condemned. 
The meanest criminal receives that 
mucii consideratior.; but it was tlenied 
the New Westminster and, inforenti- 
aUy,i the Nanaimo and Victoria Hospi- 
tal Boards. Under the circumstances 
it does not form a subject for wonder- 
ment that the speeches were not Ches 
terfieldian and that tlie member.s wlio 
had directly and deliberately assailed 
the characters of an entire community 
were somewhat roughly handled. At 
the Eoyal City it is believed that the 
real olVender is the city meuiber. At 
the meeting it was stated that because 
the Hospital Board decline to readmit 
an inebriate after ho linil left the hospi- 
tal without leave for the purpose of 
iiaving a "wot down" at the Liverpool 
Arms, Mr. Brown threatened to have 
the hospital appropriation cut ofl". Tlie 
Board stood firm in tiioir resolve and 
hence (it is stated) the anxiety of 
Mr. Brow.v to havo the constitution 
changed. On the river the three 
Westminster members are referred to 
as the triajuncta in iino. Mr. Bkown 
brings his axes to Victoria to be ground 
and Messr.s. MctiiLLiviiAY and Hauuis 
spell each other in turning the grind- 
stone. . 

MH. FERGUSON'S RESOLUTION. 

Mr. Ferousox will ask to morrow 
for a select committee to inquire 
into the present mode of collecting 
taxes. Vre nui.si i)e jjeraiiLted to say 
that Mr. FeugL'.son'h ])ropo.sed course 
isjueitber the best at his command nor 
is it'^a 'co\irse 'calculated to meet the 
end he wisliCB to reach. ^Ir. b'ERGL'- 
KON knows — it is a notorious fact and 
therefore he is aware- -that payment of 
the school, income and personal 
property taxes are evaded by a very 
large number of persona We are 
credibly informed that there are scores 
of ijersons^who send their children' to 
the free schviols and evade paym(xnt*of 
the .$3 a year, while hundreds who do 
not use the schools are forced to pay. 
'J'o whatever cause this unsatisfactory 
state of things isattributable — whether 
to'the inefBciericy of- the system of col- 
lection, imbecility, indolence or dis- 
honesty of the collectors, or to favor- 
itism on the part of the government, it 
is advisable that tliero should he in- 
stituted a rigid inquiry. But what 
can Mr. Fbrouson hope to do witli 
bis select committee at this stage of the 
session, when the House, within a very 
days' will be "sent packing ] ' A select 
committee could not give the sulijeot 
llic attention which it deserves. It 
would be far better tu pass a sim|>lo re- 
solution drawing the attention of tiic 
government to the deficiency and ask- 
ing thera to remedy the evil ■ than to 
consign a matter of so much importance 
to the bands of a select committee for 
burial. _ 

GODLESS SCHOOLS. 

A writer in the Herald quotes from 
The Colonist of 187G to prove tliat 
wo then Hui)portcd Godless schools. At 
that time Eev. Mr. Nicholson, then 
principal of the high school, took it up- 
on himself to read sectarian prayers at 
the opening and closing of each day's 
exercises. This act eontravennd a 
rule which expressly forbade tiio 
reading of any ]ioi-tioii of .Scripture ex- 
cept (he Lord's Piayer ;ind the Ten 
Commandments in the |)ublic schools. 
The provincial board of education pass- 
ed a resolution directing Mr. Nichol- 
son' to discontinue the reading, not be- 
cause tliey disapju-oved of prayers in 
the Hciiools, but because the law gave 
them no option. Mr. Nicholson, al- 
though he knew of the existence of the 
rostriotion when he took charge of the 
school, rather than obey the law, re- 
signed. The Coloiilsl approved of the 
action of the boaril because it was law- 
ful. It disapproved of Mr. NicnoLsoN's 
conduct because; it was unlawful. The 
recent, resolution of the House does not 
go as far as the rules of 1876, which 
were repealed at the instance of the ex- 
isting government; nor doe-s it authorize 
the use of such prayers as Mr. Nichol- 
son wanted to introduce.

The public meeting cunvoned at New 

Wy-ttiiiiister city to ccjtnidor tho action of 
tUu g(.ivernmeiit in .supiinrtiiig tho Druin- 
iiiond Hospital resolution in tho House 
wii.s very largely attended and unanimous 
in it.4 e.xpression. Mr. NV. ,). Armstrong 
took the chair and Air. T. J. Trapp acted 
iia aecrotary. A letter wia toad from the 
iMipnliir iiicnthera of tho Hospital Board 
ruiiigniug their tni.st as tho " incst eflect- 
ivo means of refutint; the vile slatulers 
whii;h had been oast " upon the institution 
and tlio Board, and stating that " ai it 
aiipears to be the object of tho change to 
p a u the Hospital under tho direct pa- 
tniiinge and control of . the. Government, 
we feel that, oven apart from the impossi- 
bility of retaiiiiiig botli our solf-ro.spect 
ami positions on the Uoai'd, the only 
propor course open to us is to step aside 
and allow the Government to assume the 
responsibility as well as the power and 
patronage." Tho Board in conclusion 
borj& testiihony'to'i the great attention of 
the'visiting physicians; 

Mr. .Icdiii E. Lord, one of the govern- 
ment nieinbei-3 of tho Board, proceeded 
to make some very forcible remarks, in 
the course of which he lot the cat out of 
the bag, laying bare the "true inwardness" 
of certain plotters, and completely refut- 
ing .the statomont made in tiio Legislature 
to tho oflect that tho government inoin- 
bers on the Board were awaro of wrong 
doing bat dared not complain. Hu said 
tho most perfect liarmonj' had prevailed, 
and ho indignantly repelled tho charge of 
cowardice on the part of govorninont 
members. He also alluded tu throats that 
the government would take control of tlie 
institution, and remarked that he presum- 
ed those threats were now beiiii,' carried 
into oflect. He informed the meeting 
tliat ho and the President (Mr. Morrison) 
had sent in their resignation to the gov- 
ernment, at the same time deman'ding' an 
investigation. 

J. C. Armstrong said he was "down" 
upon tlio remarks of tho " shining light ' 
McGillivray, aiicnt the management of 
the Hospital. He (McG.) and Harris 
wore only tlie " cat's pawa " of the great 
" Ebeno'/.er. " He intimated that "cer- 
tain members of the Legislature would 
not be allowed to trample upon the Board 
with impunity. They might steal our 
]jiirso, if tlioy could ; but they shall not 
ateal our good name." 

Mr. C. G. ]\Iajor followed, giving a 
tolerably full statement of matters, and 
paying a high tribute to tlio faithfulness 
and zeal with which tho medical gentle- 
men had attended to the wants of the 
Huspital, and insisting ujion the appoint- 
ment of a committee to investigate tho 
affairs of the institution. 

A resolution moved by Mr. SV. D, Fer- 
ris, J, P.,. seconded by Mr. ,T. W. Hnwi- 
Bon, indignantly "contradictedand refuted 
the slanderous statements of Messrs. Mc- 
Gillivray and Harris," expressed the 
" fullest approval of the maiiagonient of 
the Hospital, ' " disapproved of the mem- 
ber for the city in allowing to pass, un- 
eontr.'tdicted, .statcmonta which ho knew 
well to bo utterly unjustifiable and devoid 
of truth)" and aaked tho Board to retain 
oflice until the end of tho hospital year. 

The mover said that ho liad the utmost 
pleasure in denouncing tho aspersions 
cast upon the Board of Directors of tho 
B. C. Hospital ; tliey were nothing else 
but the pure and simple emanations of a 
purse-proud wliisky-slinger ; it was high 
time that those men who gave their time 
gratuitously, and bestowed care and at- 
tention on tiu^ir duties, should bo vindi- 
cated at the bar of public opinion, as well 
ius our own necks saved from the wheel of 
juggernaut, of that god — Ebenezer. 

Tho resolutions were carried nnani- 
mously. 

Several members of tho Board demur- 
red to continuing their services, even 
provisionally ; but they were iiltiinatoly 
induced, from considerations of luimanity 
to do so, upon condition that a committee 
be appointed to invoatigato matters. 

Messrs. Ferris, Webster and Howison 
were appointed a committee for that pur- 
pose. It was resolved that a copy of the 
resolutions ho sent to Mr. i''erguson, 
member for Cariboo, ill recognition, pf his 
having raised hi8^v6!ce^m.defp"ncp of New 
Westminster. •

Clothing, of any material not elsowhoie 
specified, to be a uniform duty of 'M pov 
cent. ; now according to material. 

Glass, manufacturer of, tho word 
"moulded" inserted and words "or fruit " 
taken out, to make item plain, and side 
light and head lights added, at 30 per 
cent. ; the latter now rated according to 
material and sometimes not properly 
rated 

(!tin, rille and pistol cartridges to be 
uniform at liO per cent. ; now rated ac- 
cording to material. 

Grain, tluur and meal, now s|ieeilic 
duty, to bo 20 [ler cent. u[)on ap|iraised 
value when damaged li}' w;itor. 

Iron and manufactures of axles, rivets 
and nuts to pay .same duty whether of 
iron or stool. 

Boiled bo.ams, cluiiiiiuls and angle and T 
iron now 15 i)er cent, to l»o reduced to 
12^ per cent. 

Wrought iron tubing now .all 1.". per 
cont. to bo changed and make all of two 
inches in diameter and under 25 per cent. 

Chain cable.i over h inch now 5 per cent, 
change size to load ovor 9-1 (i of an inch. 

Laces, braids, fringes, conls, tassels, 
now various rates, according to maturial, 
to bo all 20 per cent. 

Lead, old and acnij^, to bo 40 centa per 
lOGius. ; pigs, bars, blocks and sheets to 
be CO cents per 1001h.s. — both now 10 per 
cont. , 

Leather — kinds now duti.iblo at 1,") per 
cent not well defined; item cliangeil and 
kinds more clearly specified but duty not 
changed. 

Liquorice root. The root was inserted 
here in error. It is in the free list, and 
is to be expunged from the dutiable items. 

Marble, tinished, now 25 per cont. , to 
be ISO per cent. 

Musical instruments, except pianos and 
organs (now rated according to materiiU), 
to be all a uniform duty of 25 per cent. 

Gil, lubricating — now often difficult to 
determino dut}', being of mixed materials 
— to be 25 per cent. 

l^aiiits — white lead ill pulp, not in oil, 
to bo 5 per cent. 

Ribbons, all kinds and materials, to be 
30 per cent. ; now ditterent rates accord- 
ing to materialB. 

Oilcloth for floors, etc. — wording of 
item changed to avoid discrepancies in 
rating, but the duty not changed, 30 per 
cent. 

Plated ware, cutlery, plated wholly or 
in part, specified in item to make it plain; 
duty not changed. 

Plaster of Paris, ground, not calcinod, 
now 20 jiur cent, tu bo s|iecitied 10 ctuita 
per 100 poLiiiils, to avoid dillieulties in 
valuation. 

Printing presses, now 15 percent., to 
be 10 per cent. 

Silk, in the gum — item cliangetl to re.ad 
"or spun, not more advanced than sing- 
les." This is done to favor the ribbon 
manufacturers. 

Spirits aud strong waters to include 
medicinal elixirs, tluid extracts and wice 
preparations at §1.90 per gallon, now 
diflicult to rate, makes matters plain. 

Steel, free until 1st January 18S2, ex- 
tended to 1883. 

Canned meats, fruits and tomatoes — 
Specific rates of duty to include tho cans 
and the wuiglit of cans to be included in 
the weight for duty. This has been es- 
tablished by an Order- iii-Council and act- 
ed upon in the past. 

Satins of all kinds to be 25 percent., 
now various, according to chief value. 

Screens of any material, not elsewlicro 
specitied, to be 30 percent. Wood screens 
are now 3.5 per cent., and others various 
i.ttcs, according to material. 

Shawls of all materials, except silk, to 
bo 25 per cent. , now various ratos. 

Slates, roofing slates, now 25 percent., 
to bo sjincified at HO cents and §1 per 
aqua re. 

Sulpliuric and nitric acid combined to 
be 20 per cont. Tlvis i.s so now under or- 
der in Council. 

Tolephonca, telegraphic instruments, 
electrio and galvanic batteries aud appa- 
ratus for electric lights to be 25 per cent. ; 
now rated according to material. 

Umbrellas, jjarasols and sun shades of 
all kinds ;ind materials to be 25 per cent. ; 
now rated according to material. 

Velvets and silk to bo 25 per cont., now 
30 per cont. ; volvetoons and cotton vel- 
vets to be 20 per cent. 

German and nicklc silver, manufac- 
tures of, not plateil, to he 25 per cont. ; 
now uncertain. 

Winceys not more than fjuarter wool, 
plain and twilled, all widths, 20 pur cent. ; 
checked, striped or fancy, not over 25 
inches wide, 20 per cent. ; checked, striped 
or fancy, ovor 25 and not over ,30 inches, 
2 cents per s(piare yard and 15 per cont. ; 
but all chocked, striped or fancy over 30 
inches, outaiiiing wool as part of materi- 
al, to be rated as woolen goods. 

Woolens, "horse clothing shape" added 
to prevent misapprehension, no alteration 
in duty.

imagino that milk and butter wore .almost 
unknown in this part of the Dominion. 
Every steamer that comos to this port from 
San Francisco brings large consignments 
of butter to nearly every grocer in this 
city; and only for the California supply, 
Victorians' bread would, to a very great 
extent at le.ist, remain unbuttered. The 
farmers along the east coast and in tho 
Now Westminster district ought to bo 
able to supply the demand for this article 
of ])riidiice in the lower portion of the 
Province without sending so much money 
to Ottawa for customs duties. It is time 
for British Columbian diarymon to make 
such arrangements as will hare a tenden- 
cy to prevent heavy importations next 
winter and spring. 

Rick a.n-d Powdek.— On the 18th Feb 
ruary, in moving for returns of duties 
collected on rice and powiler imported 
into British Columbia, Mr. Bunster ap- 
poalocl to tho Government to impose a 
duty on rice to keep out Chinamen, and 
to take olf the duty on powder to help tho 
Britii,h Columbia minors. He demanded 
til is from tho Government. (Hear, hoar.) 
He claimed it on behalf of the home- 
grown white people. (Laughter.) Woinon 
would not go to .^ritish Columbia so long 
as Chinese were there, ond so farmers 
could not get married and make happy 
homes. This was a more important ques- 
tion than the syndicate, and he hoped 
tho Government would impose a tax of 
twenty-live cents n jiound on rice. The 
motion was carried.

The 
wholo programnio, music included, will 
bo carried out exclusively by the Indians 
themselves, iind they have spared no pains 
to make it an interesting one. Friends 
of tenipuiance will certamiy aid the good 
work among the Indian tribes to the ut- 
most of tlieir ability. 

New Sawmill. —Mr. L. P. Oakos, who 
arrived by the Victoria has superintondod 
in California the manufacture of a 40- 

liorse power aawmill for Onderdoiik & 
Co. it was manufactured under Mr. 
Oakea' direction aud will be erected at 
Chapman's Bar for the present. Being 
portable it can be moved to any point on 
the line where most required. 

For the first time in a decade the Ca- 
nadian Dominion's oxports have oxceeded
